As you stroll along, a pale Circassian of the 
Caucasus passes you in a peculiar costume of 
his country.

and agreeable pastime. A slave to his passions, 
an unfaithfnl servaut,he leaves uncu'tivated and 
unused the faculties with which God has en- 
dowed him. The work of improvement is with 
him a failure. On the other hand, the man of 
the polar regions is the beggar overwhelined 
with suffering, who, too happy if he can but 
gain his daily bread, has no leisure to think of 
anything more exalted. But the man born of 
the temperate regions is the man born in ease, 
in the golden mean, which is the most favored 
of all conditions. Invited to labor by every 
thing around him, he soon finds in the exercise 
of all his faculties, at once progress and well- 
being.”

A Narvurat Kerrie or Fisu.—Mr, Robert 
Postans, writing to the London Times, gives 
the following description of a natural fish-ket- 
tle in the island of St Paul: 

Perhaps the chief reason why St. Paul does 
not need a hospice is, chat it possesses a natura 
and unfailing supply of provisions, which seems 
to have been entirely forgotten by those who 
advocate the erection of a hospice there. It is, 
as you are doubtless aware, a volcanic island, 
on the side of which there is a large and deep 
lagoon, evidently the crater of an exhausted 
burning mountain. Oue side of this circular 
basin is broken away, and through a narrow 
throat of entrance, the sea ebbs and flows. Tite 


opening is about a pistol shot wide. In this 
lake, which is about two miles in circumference, 
the water is as smooth asawmill pond. In 
ing ronud this exhausted crater, I found smoke 
rising amid the stones on it beautiful beach, in 
various places, and on landing I foand the 
water close to the shore so hot that I could 
not bear my hand init. The temperature of 
the wir wus 73 degrees by the thermometer, 
which on being plunged iuto the water ascend- 
ed to 200, and oa repeating the experiment in 
various places, it rose to a similar elevation,and 
even to the boiling point. The lagoon is full 
of delicious fish, bat I am ignorant of their 
names; they appear to me to be a species of 
haddock aud cod, only larger, and are easily 
caught with a bit of red banting fastened to a 
hook. After catching a boatfall of fish, our 
party boiled them in the springs, and found 
them excellent food. I should mention that 
there is a narrow belt of sea in the lake, which 
may be stvled “ No fishes water,” where it is 
too hot for them, but it extends only a few 
yards from the bot water, so that it is possible 
for a man to catch a fish in the bow of a mod- 
erately long whale-boat, and walk aft and drop 
it into hot water and cook it. Vlamming, the 
Dutch navigator, who visited St. Paul's in 
1687, mentions this fuct, and if our readers feel 
disposed to doubt the truth of tLis statement, 
beg to refer them to Horsburgh’s sailing di- 
rectory to the east, for a description of this re- 
markable lagoon. In addition to these author- 
ities, I also append my name and address, to 
vouch for the truth of this singular fact.

Manoracrure or Pur Leatner.—The 
process followed in France for the glazing of 
leather is to work into the skin, with appropri- 
ate tools, three or four suecessive coutings of 
drying varnish, made by boiling linseed oil with 
white lead and litharge, in proportion of one 
pound of each of the latter to one gallon of the 
former; and adding a portion of chalk or ochre, 
each coating being thoroughly dried before the 
application of the next. Ivory black is then 
substituted for the chalk or ochre, the varnish 
slightly thinned with spirits of tarpentine, and 
five additional applications made in the same 
manner as before, except that it is put on thia 
and not worked in. The leather rabbed down 
with pummice-stone powder, and then placed in 
a room of ninety degrees, out of the way of 
dust. The last varnish is prepared by boiling 
half a pound of asphalt with ten pounds of the 
drying oil used in the first step of the process, 
and then stirring in five pounds of copul vara- 
ish and ten pounds of turpeutine. The ma- 
terial must have a moath’s age before it is fit 
for use.

Our belief in or practice of this system does 
not pecessarily make us crimiual; if it should, 
thea the majority of those whom the scriptures 
bold ap as patterns for mankind to imitate, 
were equally guilty. 

Another point of the editor's is, that un- 
natural crimes are infinitely more common 
where polygamy has existed for ages than in 
monagamic countries; the Mormons are polyg- 
amiste; therefore, unnataral crimes must be 
commoa among them. We will not at present 
enter into avy defense of the practices of na- 
tions who have been polygamists for ages, 
theagh we believe from the lights before 
ws this vabject, that there is infinitely less 
sexual crime, whether it be termed natural or 
unateral, and fewer violations of the laws of 
nature among polygamic nations, than there are 
among the boasted monogamic nations of the 
earth.

From out Correspondent :

Dear Bao. Casxwox:—As the bark ig expect- 
ed to leave this port to-morrow for San Francisco, | 
cheerfully cwnbrace the opportunity of writing vou a 
few lines, feeling it not only a privilege, but a duty 
devolving upon me, to keep you advised, so far as 
time and circumstances may permit, relative to our 
movements, aud uf the situation of the work of the 
Lord in this country; fur I realize that you ever feel a 
deep and abiding interest in the great work of the

perseverance on the part of the elders, as well as 
faith and prayer, to lead those along who have 
already covenanted with the Lord to serve him, to 
keep them from backsliding into datkness, and re- 


turning again unto their ancient customs. 


It is generally believed throughout the world that 
the Hawaiian nation bas been pretty thoroughly 
Christianized, idolatry abolished, and all led to be- 
lieve in, and worship the true and living God; but 
there is this one thing that I have demonstrated to 
my own satisfaction, that there are thousands of 
this people who have only been outwardly converted 


for the sake of popularity. Bring them to the test; 
for instance, in cases of sickness, and many of them 


have more faith in the Pele,Shark, Lizard, and idols 
made with their own hands, together with their 


pule hoomanamana, than they have in the God they 
outwardly profess to worship. 
koown those who profess to be tolerably good Saints, 
resort to their ancient practices to obtain relief, hav- 
ing more faith in them than they have in the Holy 
Priesthood. Hence, the necessity of patience, for- 
bearance, and long-suffering towards them, with 
great deal of teaching, that, peradventure, a rein- 
nant of this people may yet attain unto a true 
knowledge of the God of their fathers, and eventually 
be saved. There arc, however, many good native 
Saints upon these islands who live up to the require- 
ments of the Gospel, and do about as well as they 
know how; I pray that they may be enabled to hold 
out faithful unto the end. 

Near the latter part of February, I started trom 
Wailuku ona tour round Fast Maui, visiting the 


different branches of the chutch in that section of 


country, also held two days conference at Kawaipapa. 
I was accompanied by five of our most spirited native 
elders, who felt well, and proved to be efficient auxil- 
laries in preaching, and in doing whatsoever I te- 
quired of them

The elders destined for the island of Hawaii uc 
ceeded in securing a passage with but very little de- 
lay, The same good fortune also attended us who 
were en ie for the leeward islands, and after a 
pleasant and tolerably pleasing passage, we a: rived 
at this place on the 16th. The Kauai elders tarried 
here near ten days, when they continued their jour- 
ney to their place of destination. 

The heat at this place I find to be much more ex- 
cessive than upon many parts of Maui, the effects of 
which I feel sensibly, but trust that I shall experience 
no serious results therefrom. The elders generally 
are in the enjoyment of good health and buoyant 
spirits, which are truly great blessings. 

We have had a torrent of opposition to contend 
with during the past six months, from apostates and 
hireling priesta, together with those connected with 
the Ilae Hawaii who have spared no pains to put in 
circulation the most glaring falschoods that corrupt 
hearts could invent. Slanders against the Church 
have been freely circulated by the missionaries, from 
Hawaii to Niihau, which have, asa matter of course, 


a matter for themselves, (which, as you are aware, 
isa characteristic of the great majority of this nation) 
and some of the chaff has blown away, however, I do 
not consider that the church is any worse off without 
them. 

The devil and his coadjutors have been, and are on 
the alert in this country, and who can blame them! 
when we consider that the day is near at hand, when 
they will have to square all accounts, and reap the 
reward of their labors. 

Times are very dull in this country. Mechanics 
and common laborers are many of them out of em- 
ployment, and no visible prospect of a change for the 
better. But littie is going on by way of building, or 
making improvements, which causes a stagnation in 
almost all branches of business. 

I wiil conclude for the present, ever praying for 
your prosperity in the performance of the arduous 
duties required at your bands. I would wish a kind

in these lands. 

There are, however, many o kolaila poe who are in 
a drowsy, lukewarm state, and do not seem to ap- 
preciate the blessings of the Gospel, nor the benefits 
to be derived therefrom. I would to God that their 
eyes might be opened to see and comprehend things 
as they really are, to enable them to live up to their 
privileges, that they may be eventually reclaimed 
and obtain salvation.
